TO THE CITIZENS OF ALBANY 


When I ran for office of the City Council I promised you that “I WOULD LET YOU KNOW WHAT 
WAS GOING ON IN OUR CITY GOVERNMENT and THAT I WOULD SAVE THE TAXPAYERS’ 
MONEY TO THE BEST OF MY ABILITY” should you elect me. The election result showed that I LED all 
candidates—even though I had six opponents—and finished with a 908 margin over the next candidate, J  re- 
ceived 2470 votes. However, my victory was not won EASILY. The political clique threatened to BLOW MY 
HOUSE UP if I would not WITHDRAW FROM THE ELECTION at the last moment, and when such threats 
showed them NO RESULTS, Deputy Sheriff Wm. O’L EARY of Contra Costa County who lives in El Cerrito, 
a SON OF JACK O'LEARY our Assistant Building Ins pector, ordered the printing of cards saying: “No time 
for changing now. I am not running. Don’t vote for me. Kathie.’ These cards were distributed on the eve of Elec- 
tion Day in Albany, Through an ACT OF GOD I was able to trace the ordering of these cards to a shop in El 
Cerrito, whose owner identified Wm. O'Leary, Deputy Sheriff of Contra Costa County and SON OF JACK 
O'LEARY as the party who wrote out the above mentioned text and paid and ORDERED the cards printed. I 
preterred charges against Wm. O’LEARY and he was convicted in Judge TURNER’S COURT in EL CERRITO 
for violation of the Election Code of California. 


FROM THE MOMENT I TOOK OFFICE, THIS SO-CALLED .CLIQUE VOWED THAT “THEY 
WOULD GET ME.” Councilmen GRAEBER, BLANK and LONGAKER HAVE USED EVERY KNOWN 
POLITICAL, METHOD TO MAKE MY LIFE MISERABLE. Since I am NOT a POLITICIAN, I am KEEP- 
ING MY CAMPAIGN PROMISES and let you KNOW?” what is going on in our city government,” and GRAE- 

BER, BLANK and LONGAKER DISLIKE me for it. 


YAID ADVERTISEMENT 


Referring to my being “FIRED” as Procurement Officer for Civil Defense by Mayor Graeber: At the present 
time the City of Albany has NO BUDGET for Civil Defense and NO ACTUAL MONEY IN THE BUDGET 
FOR CIVIL DEFENSE. In order to pay Civil Defense bills, we, the City Council, have to take money away from 
the General Fund and said Fund is ALMOST DEPLETED, I have been Procurement Officer for Civil Defense 
since October 16, 1950, and my FIRST act was, to secure $300 from the City Council to provide for our Com- 
mander Gerald Browne, who in private life is our Assistant Fire Chief, some money for gasoline, lunches, postal 
cards and stamps. However, on that. same night I was confronted with a bill of $114.18 for some “printing matter” 
that NOBODY OFFICIALLY HAD ORDERED and which APPEARED OUT OF NOWHERE. Carl McWil- 
liams, a member of the present so-called Executive Committee of Civil Defense LOUDLY DEMANDED PAY- 
MENT. I had finally to give in and that bill was paid. 


The next thing I knew was that the City Council was requested by the Executive Board of Civil Defense to 
allocate outright $2000—to said Executive Committee for Civil Defense purchases. I pointed out at that time in 
open Council session, THAT WHILE CIVIL DEFENSE SHOULD HAVE EVERYTHING THAT WAS 
NECESSARY TO PROTECT THE CITIZENS’ LIFE AND PROPERTY, we, the Council were in NO position 
to turn over $2000 outright because we DID NOT HAVE THE MONEY IN OUR TREASURY. I suggested, 
the purchases should be made and: the INDIVIDUAL bills then presented for payment to the City Council. The 
City Council concurred with me. After that Council session I requested Commander of Civil Defense Browne to 
call a meeting of the Executive Committee of Civil Defense so that I might be able to clarify certain points in 
reference to the $2000 with them, 


The meeting attended by two of its members Carl McWILLIAMS and Wally WEBB —there are actually 
five members on that Committee—and Commander Browne and myself—was a NIGHTMARE. McWILLIAMS 
screamed and shouted at me: “SISTER, you are NOT going to stick your nose into OUR business here. We don’t 
need you and WILL GET RID OF YOU FAST.” (I still remember it, because I wrote it down at that time). After 
that session, which barely lasted 10 minutes, McWilliams and Webb stormed out of the room, Commander Browne 
and I stared at each other; finally, when Mr. Browne regained his speech, he apologized for the uncalled behaviour 
of McWilliams. toward me. However, after THAT meeting, I NEVER had any occasion anymore to order anything 
for Civil Defense. During the month of March 1951, the Civil Defense Executive Committee presented to the City 

s totaling $315—for payment. Before voting on it, I inquired what the bills were for and was told by Coun- 
cilman Cleary: “GO AND LOOK IN THE BASKET.” Well, the next day I looked into the basket and found 
WHY THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF CIVIL DEFENSE HAD NOT CALLED ON ME TO DO THE 
PURCHASING OF THOSEATEMS. Among the bills presented for payment was: 


(a) One in the amount of $35 for a used desk purchased from Police Sergeant Verne Freeman 
we “ein Albany. 


(bjxy#our different bills, covering purchases on four DIFFERENT days from the “RAIN- 


; BOW PAINT SHOP IN RICHMOND” totaling $72. 


ard! When I neok this matter up at the Council on March 26, 1951 and raised the question “WHY paint was bought 
in Richmond on four different days from a store WHOSE OWNER HAPPENS TO BE CHIEF WARDEN FOR 
CIVIL DEFENSE IN ALBANY —instead of from our OWN Albany business men, who suffer from the INCREAS- 
ED tax load, the “newly passed business license tax;” 

and 


“Why an old desk was bought for $35 FROM a POLICE SERGEANT, WHO FOREVER MEDDLES IN 
ALBANY POLITICS, when a SIMILAR desk IN THE OPEN MARKET CAN BE BOUGHT for $25.” —~—— 


all hell broke loose. 


Mayor Graber from his chair shouted at me, while banging his gavel: “SOMEONE SHOULD SHOOT YOU 
AND I WISH IT COULD BE ME.” (This is NOT the FIRST time that the Mayor has made remarks like that 
from his chair.) After much tumult GRAEBER, CLEARY and LONGAKER left the meeting WITHOUT AT- 
TENDING TO ANY FURTHER BUSINESS. High school boys, who suddenly appeared from nowhere screamed 
and yelled, THEY BLOCKED MY WAY AS I WAS LEAVING THE COUNCIL CHAMBER and one of them 
actually SPAT at me. That night J had to ASK FOR POLICE ESCORT HOME. 


The Mayor called a special meeting of the City Council for March 29, 1951, and with the “whole-hearted 
support” of Councilman Blank, WHO ACCUSED ME OF TRYING TO “SABOTAGE” the Albany defense effort, 
and Councilman Longaker in a PRE-ARRANGED and COACHED speech FIRED me as ‘he called it,” as Procure- 
ment Officer of Civil Defense in Albany. Among other statements GRAEBER said: “We have a Civil Defense Com- 
mittee here in Albany that is SECOND to NONE in the country.” I CONCURR with Mayor Graeber in that, 
because I DON’T believe we find in any OTHER town an EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE of Civil Defense that 
consists of FIVE members and has TWO “old seasoned POLITICIANS” in it. Namely, Carl McWILLIAMS, 
who ran twice WNSUCCESSFULLY for City Council and who, for a LONG time was a member of the PLANNING 
COMMISSION and Wally WEBB who ALSO was a member of the Planning Commission WHILE THE OLD 
CLIQUE was in COMPLETE power. There is also Mr. Wm. DONAHUE, the chief warden of Civil Defense. 
who sold the paint, he ALSO was a member of the PLANNING COMMISSION under the OLD clique~and he 
ALSO UNSUCCESSFULLY ran for a seat on the City Council at the last election, 


The city council chamber again was packed with HIGH SCHOOL BOYS who behaved NOISY and IMPO- 
LITE during the council discussions, and when I requested Mayor Graeber to restore order and not to permit such 
behaviour, ‘Councilman LONKAGER INTERRUPTED and OFFICIALLY “THANKED” THE HIGH SCHOOL 
BOYS FOR COMING TO THE MEETING AND “PRAISED THEIR CONDUCT.” 


This is “MY STORY.” It is a shame that POLITICS have entered into such a serious department as Civil 
Defense, but—have I done anything WRONG that would justify the Mayor—who incidentally is ONLY Mayor 
through his “own” vote—to FIRE me as Procurement Officer?
